If the 
sugar supply is limited by increased ex- 
portation of sugar to the allies, this 
country could resort to honey as a 
substitute. TJiis would not be put in- 
to effect unless necessitated by dire 
conditions owing to the comparative 
cost of honey to sugar. 


Work of Wilson. , 


Harley F. Wilson, professor of eco- 


nomic entomology, advocates the ship- 
ment o< honey in place of sugar, be- 
cause it is less bulky »nd could servo 
as a jam or jell, as well as for cook- 
inc purposes.

HE United States Senate is de- 
batir.s <n-«r the resolution author- 
izing tho President to direct the In- 


terstate Trade Commission to take ov- 
er the control of the print paper in- 
duetry. 


The price of print paper has boon the 


subject of investigation by the inter- 
state trade commission for some years 
past. The commission 
has 
issued 


statements and reports condemning the 
practices of the news print trust. At 
one time an agreement was reported 
to have been made whereby tha price, 
of print paper was to suffer a radical 
reduction. In return for this agree- 
ment indictments against members of 
the trust were not to be pressed. The 
whole affair appeurs to have been a 
pleasant little arrangement 
whereby 


the newspapers were to be appeased 
by a reduction in the price of their 
paper. 


Tho advertised reduction has not 


materialized and the paper trust con- 
tinues to pile up its profits. The Am- 
erican Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion at its last annual convention unan- 
imously passed a resolution advocat- 
ing government ownership and opera- 
tion of paper mills. The debate ,in 
the senate Wednesday wan on this pro- 
posal. Senator Owen, Oklahoma, said 
that the news print monopoly was in 
a position to dominate the press of the 
country by withholding supplies. 


"One of the grentcs evils in tho • 


world is the effort to .suppress the 
press," he said. "This was one of 
the moans uticd by Germany to 
maintain a monarchy and auto- 
cracy. 
11 we allow this to occur 


we will let arise a condition, the 
resnlt of which no one can fore- 
see." 
Newspaper publishers are not 
en- 


titled to fair prices any more than any 
other class of citizens, but if no re- 
lief is to be secured any other way— 
and the whole gamut of regulation ap- 
pears 'to have' been run without any 
relief in sight—then let the govern- 
ment step in and operate the paper 
mills. 


If thi« be socialism, make tho most 


of it. It has the endorsement of the 
national organization of 
newspaper 


publishers, and they arc a pretty con- 
servative bunch. Maybe, after they ap- 
preciate the benefits to 
be derived 


from public ownership of a product in 
which they have a deep interest, more 
of them will be enthusiastic about 
ownership of coal mines, railroads, and 
other industries in which monopoly 
dictates the price—the Trade Commis- 
sion to the contrary notwithstanding.

Peace negotiations between Russia and the Central 


powers will be continued at Brest-Litovsk, according to in- 
formation in Amsterdam, apparently, despite a vigorous 
protest by Leon Trotzky, the Bolshevik! foreign minister, 
who heads the Russian delegation. 


Premier Lenine, before' leaving Petrograd ostensibly 


for Finland, but probably for Stockholm for conference 
with Austrian and German Socialists, declared that if the 
Central powers do not accept Russian peace terms the Bol- 
sheviki will declare war against Germany. 


"The establishment of a separate peace with Russia ap- 


parently is the present aim of the Central powers. Ac- 
cording to Amsterdam dispatches, Count Czernin, the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, told the peace confer- 
ence at Brest-Litovsk that inasmuch as1 Russia's allies had 
not replied to the invitation to take part in the negotiations, 
a separate peace is now the question at issue. 


Initial comment in the German and Austrian press on 


President Wilson's message is bitterly hostile. His pro- 
gram, is declared to be unacceptable and one pan-German 
paper says it is "more brutal still" than the recent state- 
ment of Premier Lloyd-George. The president is accused 
of desiring to hinder the Brest-Litovsk negotiations, and 
Vienna newspapers declare that his peace _conditipns are 
such as could onlybe imposed' on the Central powers"'if tHey 
were defeated completely. 


British troops in the Ypres area have executed success- 


fully three raids into the German lines. Many.casualties 
were inflicted and prisoners were taken. On the remainder 
of the front in France, the artillery on both sides is active, 
especially in Flanders, in the Arras-Cambrai area in Cham- 
pagne and northeast of Verdun. The artillery fighting on 
the northern Italian front is less intense^being most marked 
cast of the Brenta.

duct of the war will be heard in the chamber of deputies 
today.

and rtYoke the action."
